OUR CLIMATE ALL RIGHT. 

I»r. (ieoiye T. Max well’vvrjj.es to the 
Tinirs-lJninii in opposition to the idea 
that our warm climate is espeeiully 
favorable to t he permanent or fretpieut 
prevalence of yellow fever. He e.ills 
attention to the fact that fifty to a 
hundred years ayo it was l he.noi't hern 
citiesmore than the /millhern which 
suffered from epidemics of yellow level', 
and stii’li epideluies only erased in 
them with the general knowledge and 
observance of sanitary preeautions, 
lie rites eases to prove that the yen ns 
of the disease may persist throuyh the 
winter and reappear ayain another 
year in the coldest climate as well as 
in the warmest, and draws attention 
to tlie fuel.that the last epidemic in 
Ivey West ceased in Vuyusl not with 
the advent of rnid weather. This he 
seems inclined to attribute to its hav 
my run its term out and eome to a 
natural end. It may also lie meal ioned 
that at Tampa (lie pint ’summer, 
although the disease reappeared in 
mid-summer, il erased after a few eases, 
which ayain looks as if sanitary mean- • 
tires, which were very tborough, lioth 
at Tampa and at Key West, had prob¬ 
ably more to do with it I ban el hunt ej 
and rat her yoes aya i list l he "imt lira I 
term’-* l henry too, unless we assume 
that the natural term was not quite 
completed the previous year.
